Said amended 
claim is: 

42. (Amended): A method for increasing the expected return of a game a said method comprising: 

a) offering to sell tokens to a plurality of players to participate in said game, each of said tokens 
having a price and a designated residual value; 

b) receiving financial consideration from said players, said financial consideration being equal to the 
number of said tokens purchased by each of said players times said price of said tokens; 

c) allocating a first portion of said financial consideration to a prize pool, said first portion being 
greater than zero, said prize pool to be distributed among winners of said game; 

d) conducting said game such that there is an outcome of said game wherein said outcome may 
comprise the designation of a portion of said tokens as winning tokens; 

e) awarding said prize pool to the owners of said winning tokens if said outcome comprises said 
designation of winning tokens;
